Tree ordinance goes to City Council this month 


The long-awaited Tree Preservation Ordinance 
proposal, assigned to the Tree Preservation/Conser¬ 
vation Committee some 15 months ago, will be on an 
April City Council agenda to be announced. 

The proposed ordinance would place numer¬ 
ous restrictions on property owners, developers 
and even city work crews in regard to both trimming 
and removal of trees. Stringent penalties for violation 
were also spelled out in the proposal. 


Jurisdiction would be given to the 
Parks & Recreation Commission over “specimen, 
botanically or aesthetically significant trees” on 
both public and private property, as well as “his¬ 
toric trees,” designated as such by the Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission. 

Tree removal permits would be required for any 
trees placed in these categories. 

Trees determined to have environmental impact 


on adjoining property and- on the community as a 
whole also would be subjecl to the restrictiims. 

Trees to be trimmed 20 percent 

Regarding trimming, the iwoposal stales, ” I'rccw 
shall not be trimmed in excess of 20 percent, o' 
native oaks 10 pet cent.” This refers to all trees, 
public', private or development and the definitirni 
of trimmiiig includes “pruning of luliage. leinovai

The 
American word, “Shopping,” he knew; the 
name of the popping center, Printemps, the way '

That was the end of the French. From then 
on we spoke purest English and managed.

I had zip¬ 
ped through by Robin Cook novels too quickly, 
had finished the needlework that I started on 
the way to Hawaii a year ago, was not in the 
mood to play bridge with myself.

In Paris we weren’t there long enough to 
learn the Metro so we took taxis only a 
couple of times.

My term as mayor is winding down with the 
council reorganization scheduled for Apr. 11,1 am 
pleased to have been asked to take a retrospective 
glance at what has transpired since the beginning 
of last year. These accomplishments resulted from 
a cooperative effort by the council, management 
and city staff. The role taken by commissions 
and committees plays a significant part in laying 
the groundwork for decisions that ultimately be¬ 
come the responsibility of the council. I am thank¬ 
ful for their work. 

In January of 1988 the County of Los Angeles 
initiated engineering plans for the reconstruction and 
paving of Grandview. I am pleased to see work 
has begun within the last few days. A study session 
with a well-known CRA consultant raised some con¬ 
cern as to the location of potential projects. The 
Woodland Avenue bridge reconstruction was com¬ 
pleted; however, its design raised a number of local 
protests. 

In February the Police and Fire Department 
facility construction began and completion is expect¬ 
ed shortly. A Main Street project manager was 
hired and we’re well into this ongoing project. A 
historical landmark register designating 62 
sites was approved. In other action the council 
agreed to undertake an analysis of fees for services 
in order to more equitably distribute income and 
charges for services. Ordinance 1037 relating to 
swimming pools, hot tubs, spas and other recreation¬ 
al equipment was adopted. 

March brought about the permanent closure 
of the Chantry Flats road during nighttime. The 
city took delivery of a new Mack fire engine and 
Sierra Madre became a “self initiated” Program 
City for the Main Street project which is to say 
we were not chosen to receive state funding. 

April’s general election didn’t alter the momen¬ 
tum or direction of the council. We approved the 
plan to expand and improve the Mariposa parking 
lot. A fencing project for Dapper Field and the 
spreading basins also received the go-ahead. 

In May the council spent a half-day Saturday 
session outlining our goals and objectives. Or¬ 
dinance 1040 was adopted imposing a moratorium 
on hillside development, one of the decisions 
that brought out widespread approval. Deliberations 
began to adopt at 1988-1989 budget. 

Juna and July saw the council, with a local 
agency, conduct a study of our potential supple¬ 
mental water needs as well as pouible income from 
our surplus water. We adopted ordinance 1043 
which imposed developer fees on future develop- 
menl and the adoption of ordinance 1041 limited 
buikUag heights to 30 feet in the C-l and M-l zones. 

During AugiMt and SoglaNibgr the council 
adopted a voluntary water conservation program 
and entertained a request to unpoee a South Bald- 
wui A v enue overlay aone which 1-irami an added 
task for the newly formed Ad Hoc Conunitiee 


for review of the general plan. We authorized pur¬ 
chase of another fire engine to replace engine 42 
and approval was given for the construction of new 
restrooms in Sierra Vista Park. The Sierra Madre 
Financing Authority (S.M.F.A.) was established as 
a forerunner to the eventual sale of Local Agency 
Revenue Bonds. 

After considerable discussion in October the 
Jameson tract map received final approval and one 
of the largest new developments within the city 
is now well underway. We also approved ordinance 
1048 requiring sprinklers in new construction. A 
joint study session with the Police Department 
rounded out the month. 

The approval in November of the Community 
Block Grant Program authorized funding for re¬ 
habilitation of seven homes. The seismic safety 
program became a focal point and the inventory 
of downtown buildings affected by this will un¬ 
doubtedly be a major council concern in 1989. 
The bond sale in the amount of $8,4(X),0(X) was 
achieved and discussion continues concerning ex¬ 
pediting projects for infrastructure improvements. 

December’s main emphasis was placed on an 
analysis and development of a three-year program 
to improve our water system and streets. Capital 
improvements to playground equipment in our parks 
received council approval at $11,773. 

Jenusry of 1989 saw us adopt a curfew or¬ 
dinance, conduct a public hearing regarding re¬ 
paving of Orange Grove Avenue, accept and study 
the MSI analysis of cost center, fees and revenues. 
Finally, Phase III water projects in the amount of 
$700,000 from the Sierra Madre Financing Author¬ 
ity and $150,000 for the Central Business District/ 
CRA were approved. 

In February a tree preservation ordinance was 
presented in draft form. We authorized that new 
plans and specifications be undertaken for the 
Orange Grove Avenue repaving and Ordinance 1051 
regarding construction site inspections for cleanliness 
and safety was adopted. 

A joint meeting in March with the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, EMTs, a local agency representative and con¬ 
cerned citizens addressed the subject of establishing 
a paramedic program in Sierra Madre. 

In closing, I will simply add the following 
personal observations. The enormous amount of 
time consuming work that the City Council under¬ 
takes and the resultant accomplishments are often 
obscured by too much emphasis placed on one or 
two controvetsiaLsubjMs. As individuals, sincerely 
intent on doing our best for the city, it is often diffi¬ 
cult to avoid the pitfall of becoming distracted 
by the mistaken bekef that what we hear from a vocal 
few is the opinion of the nutiority. However. publK 
opinion and advice is an absolute necessity to the 
*"»ooth functioniac snd direction of municipai 
govermneat.

Just waiting to board a China Airlines 747 to 
Taipei, I became aware of what a small world 
this is. We met several Arcadia families who 
were beginning an extended spring vacation. There 
1 discovered that the man sitting in front of us on 
the plane just bought a house on Manzanita in 
Sierra Madre. 

After a 15-hour flight and the “loss” of a day, 
we arrived at the Chiang Kai Shek Airport where 
we were met by Daisy Lee and her husband. 
Daisy is a teacher for the Arcadia Chinese School 
and the S.M. News ran her pictures in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Chinese New Year Festival. 

Our Taipei home was a newly built Chinese 
Youth Corps Activity Center, one of several con¬ 
structed around the island country for specifically 
designed for affordable housing for young travelers 
to China. 

Our first touring day found us visiting a private 
school of some 7000 children from pre-school through 
ninth grade. In Taiwan, free public education is 
offered through ninth grade; however, there are many 
private schools for the Chinese in a city of some 
2.2 million people. At the school, where we saw 
classes of 40-50 students, we were met with bouquets 
of flowers and Coca Cola, canned in Taiwan. 

I met a young college journalism student who 
wanted to interview the American journalist. In 
answer to her most pressing question, I told her 
that 1 really was impressed with the friendliness 


of the people. 

At the National Taiwan University we met 
Professor Kao where daughter Elaine is a student 
at Arcadia High School. We had lunch with him 
and several students who shared information about 
college life and the pressures put on young people 
to do well so they can get into a university or 
college. At NTU, where there are approximately 
15,000 students, only the top three percent of students 
who apply are admitted. 

We have seen Dr. Sun Yat-sen and Chiang 
Kai Shek Memorial, beautiful testimonials to the 
importance these two men played in the recent history 
of Taiwan. Other highlights of our sightseeing 
include Martyrs Shrine, Leing Shen Temple, Tacirect 
Night Market and the National Palace Museum. 

At lunch on Sunday, Diane was introduced to 
the man across the table and before long found 
out that he was a seminary classmate of 
Sampson Kao who is an assistant minister at the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, Diane’s church. 

Dinner that dav found us dining for more peo¬ 
ple who have Arcadia ties. Our hosts for a 12- 
course dinner typical of an area in Mainland 
China, were the parents of two Arcadia students: 
Beely Chou, a student at Dana Junior High, 
and Kevin Isas, an AHS sophomore. 

A four-hour bus ride on Sunday evening put 
us in Kaohuang, the second largest city and 
major support in Taiwan. Our stay here will include 
visiting schools and more sightseeing. 

As I close this report, I am Filled with thoughts 
that “It’s a Small World” is certainly more than 
just a popular attraction at Disneyland. 
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Tree ordinance

of dead limbs, shaping/lacing for appearance, top¬ 
ping and severe cutting of roots.” 

It specifies that trimming shall be performed 
to preserve the health of the tree and in accord with 
sound arborist practices. 

Regarding removal, permits would be required 
for front yard trees with trunks 12 inches in diameter, 
as measured 4 feet above grade level, and 20 feet 
diameter crowns. Side and rear yard trees within 
3 feet of the adjoining property with similar trunk 
diameters and 10-foot diameter crowns, and those 
with 24-inch diameter trunks and 10-foot diameter 
crowns with 5-feet of adjoining property would 
also be subject to tree removal permits. 

Developers and builders involved in expansion 
and/or remodeling would be subject to even 
tighter restrictions, with the Planning Commission 
having jurisdiction over removal of all trees. Per¬ 
mits would be required for removal of trees with 
6-inch diameter trunks, measured at 4-fccl above 
grade level. 

Builders need plot plan 

Building plans would have to include a plot 
plan for retaining planting, relocating and proposed 
removal of trees and the proposed ordinance states, 
“It shall be the responsibility of the developer 
to protect all trees during construction ...” 

The ordinance further states that the Public 
Works Dept, may require property owners to remove 
trees which are diseased, dead or a hazard to pub¬ 
lic safety. If compliance was not forthcoming within

30 days the city would remove the tree and bill the 
owner. 

Tree removal permit guidelines include com¬ 
pliance with “good tree grove management,” proof 
that “reasonable and practical” development or 
improvement requires removal, determination or no 
adverse effects on the “character” of the immediate 
neighborhood and/or that the topography of the 
building site would render removal desirable. 

Regarding street trees, the ordinance gives juris¬ 
diction to the Public Works Dept., subject to review 
by the Parks & Recreation Commission. 

This section specifies that no street tree should 
be removed except by the city, which also would 
be responsible for trimming and spraying. Notice 
would be posted at the site 30 days prior to removal. 
Easements needed 

It further states that property owners required 
to grant easements to the city for parkways, etc. 
would be responsible for watering and protection 
from destruction. 

The penalty for violating the tree removal 
permit sections would be replacement of the tree 
with one of comparable type and kind, as well as 
size. In the case of a 50-gallon or larger tree, it 
would have to be replaced with a 50-gallon tree and 
payment of a fine comparable to the fair market 
value of the removed tree. 

Penalties stringent

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On Sunday morning, 
Apr. 9, at the 8:15, 9:45 
and 11:15 services. Pas¬ 
tor Richard Anderson’s 
topic will be “This 
Gracious Work.” He 
will be using 11 Corin¬ 
thian 8:1-15 as his Bible 
text. 

There are two basic 
types of giving mentioned 
by St. Paul in his two 
letters to the church at 
Corinth. The first type 
of giving, taught in his 
first epistle, is the 
tithe (10 percent) to 
support those who labor 
in the preaching and 
teaching of God’s Word. 
This is the regular tithe 
to support the regular 
church. The tithe is a 
confession to God that 
He, as the owner of all 
the earth, also owns me 
and that everything is 
really His. 

In our text today, 
however, Paul is urging 
the Corinthians to give 
to people who are 
afflicted, who need 
relief. This type of 
giving is for “overseas 
relief’ on the basis of 
free-will giving. 

Today, many Christ¬ 
ians confuse the contexts 
of these two types of 
teaching and violate 


God’s will in so doing. 
They get it just backward 
by teaching that the reg¬ 
ular support of the local 
church is free-will giving 
as each person “purposes 
in his heart.” To bring 
it down to everyday 
illustrations, the principle 
of tithing taught in I 
Corinthians 9 is the New 
Testament basis for 
the support of the local 
church. The II Corinth¬ 
ians 8 and 9 passages 
teaches us how to give 
freely to help people 
who are in need of relief. 
This would be like sup¬ 
porting World Vision 
to feed starving people in 
the famine stricken 
country overseas. When 
Paul teaches us how 
to support those who 
minister the Word, he 
points us to the prac¬ 
tice of tithing. When 
he teaches us how 
to minister to those in 
need of relief, he teaches 
us to give of our own 
free will. 

At the 6 o’clock 
Sunday evening service 
Pastor Anderson’s mes¬ 
sage will be on the topic: 
“Lord, Teach Us How 
to Pray,” affirmating 
our personal identity in 
prayer for ourselves 
and for our family.

What should be the 
Golden Years for sen¬ 
ior citizens born bet¬ 
ween 1917 to 1921 has 
become the “Notch” 
years. The Notch repre¬ 
sents 850,000 Cali- 
tornians, 8.5 million sen¬ 
iors nationwide, who 
are getting a bite taken 
out of their Social 
Security benefits be¬ 
cause of legislation af¬ 
fecting this critical five- 
year margin. 

The “Notch injustice” 
resulted from a “Con¬ 
gressional error,’’ is the 
claim made by James 
Roosevelt, Notchers ad¬ 
vocate and chairman of 
the National Committee 
to Preserve Social 
Security and Medi¬ 
care in Washington, D.C. 
Seniors in this group 
lost approximately 
$660 of Social Security 
benefits in 1987, for ex¬ 
ample. 

A local nonprofit 
group called Notch 
Babies of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, Inc., headed by 
outraged senior Shirley 
Hagen, was formed 
solely to correct this 
problem. 

“Congress is messing 
around with Social 
Security,” says Hagen. 
“They’re using the SS 
trust fund to pay off 
bills (the deficit) by 
borrowing from it — 
that’s not what the mo¬ 
ney’s there for.” 

With 2000 paid 
members statewide at $5 
per year and an 8000- 


subscriber mailing list. 
Notch Babies Inc. is 
seeking to back Bill HR 
3388 introduced to fix 
the benefits discrep¬ 
ancy. 

Senator Terry San¬ 
ford and Congressman 
Harold Ford intro¬ 
duced this legislation in 
late 1987 to protect 
almost everyone bom bet¬ 
ween 1917 and 1928 from 
lost benefits. Bill HR 
3388, the Sanford/Ford 
Bill, is supposed to be an 
affordable solution to 
the Notch problem 
by drawing on available 
excess funds. 

But correcting the 
Notch is seen by some 
as too costly and compli¬ 
cated to solve. The 
American Association of 
Retired Persons (AARP) 
does not back the bill, 
claiming their mem¬ 
bers do not support 
it because it endangers 
future retirees. 

Not so, according to 
Hagen. “When the 
executive chairman of 
AARP testified before 
Congress, he was asked 
if his members supported 
fixing the Notch. He 
said no, but that^s a 
bold-faced lie because 1 
know a majority of mem¬ 
bers do support it. The 
bill will be paid> for by 
the Social Security trust 
fund, not by raising tax¬ 
es or taking from other 
retirees.” 

After withdrawing her 
membership and par¬ 
ticipating in a 300-ex¬ 
member card-burning 
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ceremony at AARP’s 
Lakewood office, 
Hagen summed up her 
feelings in a circulated 
form letter to AARP 
Executive Director Hor¬ 
ace Deets in Washington, 
D.C. “My interests as 
a senior citizen will not 
be truly served by mem¬ 
bership in AARP,” 
she wrote, among 
other things. 

The Long Beach 
Chapter of AARP 
refused to comment on 
the Notch issue, which 
for Shirley Hagen 
and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of seniors state¬ 
wide is a grave con¬ 
cern. 

“The (Social 
Security) benefit pro¬ 
gram is not an entitle¬ 
ment: it’s not wel¬ 
fare,” Hagen says, “We 
(Notchers) paid in and 
we should get paid back.”

Since the letter was written he has reversed his 
position and is against the Rosemead location.

Last Friday he stressed to The News that 
he was sorry and that he would continue to work 
for the blockage of the parole office on Rosemead. 

A serious problem in the parole office situation 
lies in the basic law for parole office sitings. 
Apparently, the Department of Corrections is on 
its own and can place a parole office wheresoever 
it desires without local input or review. 

Two bills that are pending in the state legis¬ 
lature, Representative Calderon’s A.B.242, and 
Senator Montoya’s S.B. 199, prevent such an office 
being located near schools, churches, and residential 
neighborhoods and provide for local input before 
such office locations are finalized. 

Local pressure is building up for a call for the 

resignation of Vice Mayor Hughston or the initiation 
of a recall. However, at The News press time, there 
appeared to be no organized sponsorship of such 
moves. There were many discussions by angry and 
frustrated individual property owners. 

When asked what he thought of these ac¬ 
tions, Jess Hughston cited to The News an old 
expression; “If you can’t stand the heat, get out of 
the kitchen. I’m staying in the kitchen,”

ficant trees, the penalty would be replacement of a 
tree of the same type and sixeies in 50-gailon size 
and payment of twice the fair market value, up to 
a maximum of $35,000. 

Many cities now have tree preservation ordi¬ 
nances and, in many ways, they are similar to his¬ 
toric preservation ordinances. Both place consider¬ 
able limitations on what property owners may or 
may not do with their property and are part and 
parcel of the general movement toward preserving 
communities as they are. 

Some are more restrictive than others. The 
proposed ordinance for Sierra Madre would appear 
to be somewhere in the middle. The committee 
studied some 15 tree ordinance of other nearby 
cities. 

The News thought readers would like to know 
what is being proposed so that they may be prepared 
to voice their approval or objections at forthcoming 
hearings. _j.M.

California Earth¬ 
quake Preparedness 
Month, which Governor 
George Deukmejian has 
proclaimed as April, sug¬ 
gests that Californians 
take safety actions 
before the next earth¬ 
quake strikes.
